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^ (57) Abstg^f-^riying apparatus, comprising at least two driving members (1, 2, 3, 4) and at least one driven member (5), wherein 
each of the at least two driving members arc frictionally engaged to the at least one driven member (5) to move said driven member 

^ (5), wherein the friction between each driven member (5) and each driving member (1, 2, 3, 4) is such that die driven member moves 
when over half of the driving members (1, 2, 3, 4) being in frictional engagement with said driven member are moved simultaneously 
between a first and a second position, wherein the friction between each driven member (5) and each driving member (1, 2, 3, 4) 
is such that the driven member (5) substantially remains stationary when less than half of the driving members (I, 2, 3, 4) being in 
frictional engagement with said driven member is moved.
